Hie minutes were then approved as corrected. 

2. Hie Chairman then placed before the delegates the Report of SUb~ 
cconittee 1 (FSC 004). Ibis report was considered paragraph by paragraph 
and minor editorial changes were made. A rather detailed discussion arose 
concerning paragraphs 9 and Ub. With respect to paragraph 9 , Mr. Packard
